LOLA MONTEZ. 


The ZVtmantio Career of a Once World 


Famons Woman. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Madamo Dies De- 


bar, the spiritualistic! portrait painter, whose 
fortunes and misfortunes have lately been 
the subject of much newspaper writing, 
claims to be the natural child of King 
Ludwig I of Bavaria and Lola Montez. 
Forty years ago everybody kTiew of Lola 
Montez. 
Today perhaps not one in a hun- 


dred has oven heard of her, and not one 
in a thousand 
knows anything of her 


history. 


Lola Montez gavo her birthplace as Seville, 


Spain, in ISIS. 
It has been claimed by 


others that she -was born elsewhere. Her 
name was supposed to be Eliza Gilbert, and 
she was probably born in Ireland. When 
very young her mother affianced her to a 
rich Indian mibob. 
JSufi Lo}& objected to the 


match and doped with a (Japt. James, of the 
East India service, to whom she was married. 
With Capt James sho lived sometime, travel- 
ing with him and accompanying him on an 
expedition aguiust this Afghans, in 1888 she 
left htm and returned to England. She went 
on the stage about this time as a danseuse 
and singer, appearing in the principal cities 
of Europe. In 1841 she made a successful 
appearance in Paris, and spent her time for 
a while between that city und Berlin. 


A duel was fought on her account between 


M. Dujamer, edi- 
tor of La Presse, 
and a young native 
of San Domingo, 
named Beauvallon. 
The standing of 
the parties—one of 
tho seconds was Hie 
elder Dumas—and 
the fact that Lola's 
lover, 
Dujarrier, 


was killed, attract- 
ed considerable at- 
tention, but when 
Beauvallon was ac- 
cused and tried for 
firing before the 
word, and the lady 
appeared Jin court; 
dressed 
in 
deep 


mourning to give 
her testimony, she 
created a profound 
Impression.

was discovered thatiher lover hod willed her 
5,000 francs. 
Tho feeling turned against 


her, and she was forced to leave Prance. 


At Baden Lola madi> a good "find" in the 


tho person oj tho king of Bavaria. He was 
at this time Cl years of age, a man of very 
refined tastes, had done a great deal for 
Bavaria, and was very highly esteemed by 
his people. Lola Montoz bewitched him. 
She wns a very beautiful woman, at this 
time 20 years of age, with very large liquid 
eyes, and rather a petite, graceful figure. 
She was remarkably intelligent and had a 
special talent for languages—a faculty very 
useful to her on a continent whero so many 
tongues aro spoken. She played in publio 
for a while in Munich, and was then installed 
in a very beautiful residence given her by 
the Icing as his friend and counselor. 


Lola Montoz was a natural diplomat; at 


least a natural intriguer. She commenced 
by using her influence over tho king to re-

form abuses which she charged to the Jesuits, 
whom she disliked. It was conceded that her 
knowledge of European politics was consid- 
erable. She occupied hm-selE in correspond- 
ence- with the leading diplomats of Europe, 
and in forcing thu resignation of Kiing Lud- 
wig's ministprs, controlling tha new appoint- 
ments herself. 


She lived in fine stylo. Her residence was 


a gem and contained tho most beautiful 
works of art. 
She was presented at court as 


the king's "best friend." Her income was 
$125,000 a year. The title of Countess of 
Landsfelt was bestowed upon her, with an 
estate with feudal rights, etc. 
About 2,000 


persons were her tenants. 


It was not probable that an adventuress 


could long hold all this prosperity and power 
without enemies. She was hissed by the 
people in tho streets; the students opposed 
her, 
and on one occasion attacked her. She 


was saved by tho sudden appearance of the 
king, who called in a squadron of cavalry 
and rescued her. The following year the 
king closed the university. Then the cries 
against Lola Montez camo from all quarters. 
Tha king held out for a time, but the cham- 
ber of peers at length wrung from him an 
order for her expulsion. She was taken by 
gendarmes beyond the frontier, while a 
mob was burning the residence she had left. 


Lola Montez intrigued for her return with- 


out effect. The king remained constant in 
his affection for her, but his power was not 
sufficient to bring her back in face of the op- 
position of his people. She drifted back to 
England and appeared in a piece called "Lola 
Montez, or tho Countess of an Hour." The 
play was, however, suppressed. 


Lola had not been loved by sufficient men 


to prevent George Stafford Heald, of the 
Life Guards, from marrying ber in 1849. Ho 
had just como of age and into £30,000 a year. 
But the guardsman's relatives were not fav- 
orably disposed toward taking the newcomer 
into tho family, and about that time her 
former husband, Capt. James, turned up, and 
Lola \vps arrested for bigamy. 
Notwith- 


standing the efforts of Heald's faintly, the 
case wns remanded, and the lovers were per- 
mitted to travel together on tho continent 
However, the divorce was at last granted, 
and Lola came to America 


In the United States she attracted great 


crowds from curiosity to see one who had 
passed through such extraordinary events. 
Not having tired of wedded life, she married 
a man named Hull, editor "of The San Fran- 
cisco Whig. Prom San Francisco she ,went 
to Australia, taking with her a young New 
Yorker as agent. Ho fell in love with her, 
but being repulsed by the fair grass widow, 
drowned himself in the harbor at Melbourne. 
She made money in Australia. Returning to 
the United States, she settled at last in New 
Tork. There is no evidence in all her his- 
tory of her ever having had a child. She 
died in New York in 1S01. Her gravels lo- 
cated in Greenwood Cemetery, Brooklyn.
